The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about July 13, 2015, June 22, 2015, . January 20, 2015, 
August 4, 2014 and November 29, 2012, you or your organization committed violations of the following sections of 
the Code of Federal Regulations, Title 9: 

2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care....establish and maintain programs of 
veterinarian care that use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care to the following: 

A Poodle (id# 086804106) had brown buildup on the top and bottom teeth. 

A German shepherd (unidentified) was limping on his right front leg. 

A gray Poodle had excessive wads of matted hair around the nose and mouth. 

A West Highland terrier (unidentified) was excessively shaking her head and scratching her ears and eyes. 
Areas of skin were reddened and moist and other areas were dry and scaly with scab-like lesions. 

- An adult Maltipoo (id# 0A02 142477) had hair loss, the area had small red raised areas and several small 
closed wounds. 

Three German Shepherds, two female (unidentified) and one male (id# 4B6440066A), had visible ribs and 
hip bones. The male had an abnormal gait and his back legs were slightly tucked under the flank area. 

A Maltese (id# 0A02 142534) had areas of hair loss. 

3.9(a) Feeding.... Dogs must be fed at least once a day. The food must be uncontaminated, wholesome, palatable and 
of sufficient quantity an nutritive value to maintain the normal condition and weight of the animal. 

You failed to provide uncontaminated and palatable food as required (Direct on July 13, 2015 and June 22, 
2015)
